As its contribution to the encourage- 
ment of research and investigation in 
dentistry, the Chicago Dental Society 
announces a nation-wide competition 
for the best essay containing new and 
significant material of value to dentistry. 
One cash prize of $500.00 is offered and 
the recipient will be invited to present 
his essay at the 1944 Midwinter Meeting 
to be held at the Palmer House, Febru- 
ary 21-24. The expense of attendance 
will be borne by the Chicago Dental 
Society and will be in addition to the 
cash prize of $500.00. . 

“Many excellent papers were entered 
in our two previous competitions,” said 
Dr. Leo W. Kremer, President of the 
Chicago Dental Society, “and we have 
every reason to believe that despite pres- 
ent war conditions our third effort will 
be even more successful. As the rules 
printed below clearly indicate this is not 
a closed competition solely for research 
men having large technical staffs and 
elaborate equipment at their disposal. 
This contest is open to every qualified 
person who believes he has something 
new and important to contribute to 
dentistry.” 


PREVIOUS WINNERS 


In the first contest Dr. LeRoy E. 
Kurth, a member of the Chicago Dental 
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Essay at 1944 Midwinter Meeting 


Society, won the first award for his 
essay on “Mandibular Movements in 
Mastication.” Dr. Hermann M. Becks 
of California won the second prize for 
his paper on “Dangerous Consequences 
of Vitamin D Overdosage on Dental and 
Paradental Structures.” Last year only 
one prize was given, which was won by 
the essay entitled “The Temporoman- 
dibular Joint and Auditory Function,” 
prepared by Drs. Harry H. Shapiro and 
Raymond C. Truex of New York City. 

Honorable mention was given to the 
following: Dr. Joseph P. Weinmann of 
Chicago, for his essay entitled “Regen- 
eration of Ameloblasts”; Dr. J. T. Gore 
of Philadelphia, for his essay entitled 
“Individual Susceptibility to Dental Ca- 
ries” ; and Drs. Isaac Schour and Maury 
Massler of Chicago, for their essay en- 
titled “The Effects of the Endocrines of 
the Dental Apparatus.” 


Contest RULES 


ELIGIBILITY TO APPLY FOR 
PARTICIPATION 


Any American Dental Association 
member or other person of scientific at- 
tainment affiliated with a recognized in- 
stitution in the dental field shall be 
eligible to apply for permission to enter 
the competition, provided written appli- 
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cation is filed before October 15. The 
Chicago Dental Society through its duly 
appointed committee shall pass upon 
the qualifications of applicants. Appli- 
cation forms may be secured upon writ- 
ten request to the Chicago Dental So- 
ciety, 30 N. Michigan Avenue, Chicago 
2, Illinois. 


CHARACTER OF ESSAYS 


Each essay submitted must represent 
an original investigation and contain 
some new significant material of value to 
dentistry. Proposed subject matter first 
must be submitted in synopsis form con- 
taining (1) the known published find- 
ings and (2) the essayist’s new findings 
with supporting evidence. Provision for 
this is made in the application form 
which must be submitted to the Chicago 
Dental Society for approval. 


A cash prize of $500.00 is offered for 
the essay judged to be the winner. The 
Award Committee, however, reserves the 
right to omit the award if in its judg- 
ment none of the entries is worthy. Hon- 
orable mention will be awarded all au- 
thors whose essays are given final con- 
sideration by the Award Committee. 


PRESENTATION OF WINNING ESSAY 


The author of the winning essay will 
be invited to.present it at the opening 
general session of the 1944 Midwinter 
Meeting, it being understood that, ir- 
respective of the number of co-authors 
or collaborators, only one shall be in- 
vited. The expense of the winner will be 
paid by the Chicago Dental Society on 
the same basis as regularly invited essay- 
ists, that is, round trip railroad fare and 


pullman accommodations to Chicago, 
plus an allowance sufficient to cover 
out-of-pocket expense, such as hotel room 
and meals for day the essay is presented. 


PUBLICATION 
OWNERSHIP AND PUBLICATION 


The winning essay is to become the 
property. of the Chicago Dental Society 
and will be published in the most ad- 
vantageous manner. All other essays will 
be returned to their respective authors, 


MECHANICAL SPECIFICATIONS 


Good compositional form must be 
followed in the writing of essays. They 
must be typewritten on a good quality 
84x11 white paper, double spaced with 
1-inch margins. Even though colored 
films may be used for presentation pur- 
poses, black and white prints should ac- 
company the essay. While no hard and 
fast rule is established, it is suggested 
that essays be from 15 to 25 pages in 
length, exclusive of bibliography, illus- ° 
trations, tables and charts. 

The name and/or the address of the 
author must not appear in the essay. It 
should be typed on a separate sheet of 
paper and clipped to the essay in order 
to keep the author’s identity from be- 
coming known to the Award Committee. 

Three copies of each paper must be 
submitted as this number is essential for 


judging purposes.

1874-1943 


Dr. Charles Christin, a charter mem- 
ber of the Chicago Dental Society, died 
August 22, 1943 at his home, 805 Grove 
Avenue, Oak Park.

DR. A. BROMLEY ALLEN 
1862-1943 


The death of Dr. A. Bromley Allen is 
recorded with deepest regret. Dr. Allen 
passed away at his home in Los Angeles, 
California, on August 11, after a heart 
attack. Dr. Allen, a pioneer in gas- 
oxygen dental anesthesia, was graduated 
from the Chicago College of Dental 
Surgery in 1892. He confined his work 
to Exodontia until his retirement in 
1925, when he and his wife went to Los 
Angeles. 

He was the first President of the 
American Society of Oral Surgeons, and 
held this office for two years, the only 
president accorded that distinction, 
1918-1919. He joined the Delta Sigma 
Delta in 1891, and was a member of the 
Chicago Dental Society from 1904 to 
1925, when he moved to California. 

Many members of the Chicago Dental 
Society will remember him for his jovial 
character and generosity. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. 
Julia Conklin Allen, to whom we extend 
our deepest sympathy.

RECORD COLLECTION FOR 
INFANTILE PARALYSIS FUND 


A total of $5,527,590.99 was collected 
this year in the annual appeal for the 
Infantile Paralysis Fund. This establishes 
a new record; the total was $1,500,000 
more than any previous year. The ex- 
penses for collecting the Fund were 
$147,871.41, or only 2.6 per cent of the 
collections, which amounts to one-half 
the cost of any other year in the decade 
that President Roosevelt’s birthday has 
been dedicated to the fight against 
poliomyelitis. 

This information was announced re- 
cently by the National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis. 


FOURTH OF JULY 
DEATHS REDUCED 


Reports assembled by the Associated 
Press indicate that traffic deaths through- 
out the nation over the 4th of July 
dropped by more than one-half as com- 
pared to last year, while railroad travel 
reached record proportions according to 
the New York Times. The total of high- 
way fatalities was 131 as against 320 
last year and 500 in 1941, which was 
before the institution of gasoline ration- 
ing. Deaths due to fireworks were re- 
duced to zero. The total of deaths from 
all causes was listed as 307, 89 of the 
remainder being drowning and the rest 
miscellaneous.—Re printed from Journal 
of the A.M.A., August 21, 1943.
